Mrs. Frederick Dolloff, Webster Lane, 
Chester, N.H. reports that the low numbers 
will be auctioned Saturday, Aug. 26, dur- 
ing their Aug. 25-27 celebration. 

Many other issues were reported in 
last issue of Nonagon. We understand that 
Greenville will issue a set of 20 wooden 
nickles and Nottingham will have 12 var- 
ieties. It appears that towns are looking 
to collectors to finance their celebrations 
in large part. Anyone who may be in a 
position to advise the committees might 
help all concerned by cautioning against 
ordering too many medals which will not 
sell, making too many varieties, raising 
prices and requiring unreasonable postage 
charges. The wooden nickle issues of 1 to 
5 varieties are more popular than large 
numbers, and cost should not be more than 
10c each on larger issues. Medals should 
be auctioned so that collector can bid on a 
particular number he wants, not a blind 
auction.
